In a nutshell, that's what the Order is 
all about. Rising up and doing right, in the face of near- 
insurmountable difficulty. 


M: You ve created most of these characters from scratch 
(though some like Pepper have been around awhile), meaning 
they're a blank canvas for you to paint. Is that freedom ever 
intimidating or just a writer's dream come true? 


MF: Boy, a little bit of both, really. It's great to be given 
the chance to create a brand new super-hero team for 
the Marvel Universe, and the pride of creation | know 
Barry and | both feel is incredible beyond belief. To be 
allowed to sew our little square onto the, uh, Marvel quilt, 
is just incredible.
